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Man Injured In HT

Robert Hayden, 42, of South Shore was seriously 
injured Tuesday afternoon when the bulldozer being 
used to demolish the old Perry County Courthouse fell 
through the ground floor to the basement and pinned 
him in the driver’s seat. 



He was finally rescued 
from the accident after jacks, 
saws and liquid $oa(p had been 
used. 

Because of the danger of 
fire or expolosion of the lucl 
tank which is located behind 
the drive’s seat, extreme cau- 
tion was used by the rescue 
workers in the rescue. 

According to a spokesman 
there was no machinery in the 
area strong enough to puli the 
bulldozer out of the basement. 

“I don’t know what kind of 
soap that was but I’m isure 
going to use it now on,” quot- 
ed Hayden at the Appalachian 
Hospital after being told that 
the liquid soap helped in re- 
leasing him from the accidant.

Mrs. Robert Hayden told the 
Herald today that Mr. Hayden 
checked the basement just be- 
fore the accident and found 
that two other basement rooms 
were supported with steel 
beams. 

“He returned to his machine 
and had moved over the spot 
that had no support twice but 
:he third time it caved in,” 
she said. 

He apparently thought that 
the third room was also sup- 
ported with the steel beams. 

An employee of the W. D. 

Johnson Construction Com- 
pany, he was rushed to the 
Hazard Appalachian Hospital 
where he was treated for in- 
ternal injuries. 

According to the doctor, 

Haydsn suffered four fractures 
in the pelvis secton but x-rays 
showed no signs of damage to 
the vertebrae. 

After being temporary para- 
lyzed, Mr. Hayden moved both 
feet this morning for the first 
time since the accident, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Hayden.

In each case, mem 
bers of the jury responded in 
the affirmative when asked if 
the verdict reported by the 
foreman on each count was 
their verdict 

The four found guilty were 
directed to appear before the 
court at 9 a m. August 29 for 
judgment. They face a maxi- 
mum penalty of 25 years in pri- 
son and fines totaling $20,000 
on the two charges. Bond re- 
mained the same for the defen- 
ders- 

Jury foreman Gullion Gross 
reported to the court that the 
jurors had ibeen unable to 
agree on a verdict in Gibson’s 
case. In answer to questioning 
by Judge Neese. the foreman 
noted the jurors were at the 
same place where they had 
started in reaching a verdict on 
Gibson. 

Much of the controversy of 
the case rests around Gibson. 
Defense counsel Paul O’Dwyer 
argued consistently that the 
whole case was a conspiracy to 
get Gibson and through him his 
son, Mickey, a former Univer 
sity of Kentucky basketball 
player. The younger Gibson was 
in school at the time the of- 
fense occurred on June 10, 
1963 

Another aspect of the case 
settled around submission to 
the court of confessions signed 
after arrest bv Hensley. Stacy, 
Engle, and Turner. The prose- 
cution argued the confessions 
were voluntary and O’Dwver 
contended they were not The 
Jury reported it found that the 



confessions were given volun- 
tarily. 

O’Dwyer questioned the pro- 
cedure of allowing the jury to 
re. urn its verdict, then retiring 
to decide on the voluntary con- 
fession issue. He contended 
that such procedure was "throw- 
ing the jury backwards to find 
out how it reached its conclu- 
sion,” after first arriving at a 
verdict by 4 hodge-podge” rea- 
soning. 

The trial, which began July 
13, entered its ninth day today 
as the jury pondered the fate 
of Gibson. An indictment re- 
turned last year charged the 
eight with conspiring together 
and with trying to blow up a 
Louisville & Nashvitle railroad 
bridge near Daisy, in Perry 
County. 

The four defendents who 
were found guilty gave confes- 
sions to FBI agents, but denied 
♦ hem during the trial, saying 
they were obtained by force 
trickery, and promise of reward. 

Government prosecutors con- 
tended the defendents placed 
120 quarts of nitroglycerine on 
the bridge to destroy it and 
stop shipments of coal from 
Lcatherwood No. 2, a nearby 
nonunion mine 

The defense counsel repeat- 
edly alleged that FBI agents 
♦ntimiriated the four men who 
signed confessions and pointed 
out that two of them are un- 
able to read or write anything 
oher than their names and that 
one has a third-grade eduu 
cation. 

Judge Neese granted the de- 
fense 15 davs to file motions 
and grounds for new trials.

EDITORIAL .... 



Magic Mountain 



Considerable optimism over the 
possibility of the “Magic Mountain” re- 
sort in Hazard was generated last week 
with the announcement that govern- 
ment consultants looked favorably upon 
the idea and deemed it highly feasible. 

Knowing the slowness with which 
big business works and aware of ten 
thousand other projects that have gen- 
erated temporary enthusiasm only to 
fade into oblivion behind the high wall 
of bureaucracy and politics, our own 
optimism for Magic Mountain is some- 
what tempered. When they start dig- 
ging on Town Mountain, we’ll believe 
it is coming 

But in spite of an inborn skepticism 
in such matters, we see no reason to 
not wish that Magic Mountain will in- 
deed someday become a reality. We 
are rooting for its chances and think 
that the project deserves the moral sup- 
port of the entire community. 

If the resort were to one day exist 
as now planned, there is little doubt that 
it vyould, in time, become an attraction 
for thousands and thousands of recrea' 
tion-hungry visitors looking for a new 
place to go and something new to see. 
fmagine what it would mean to the 
town and county, to take an arbitrary 
figure that sounds reasonable, a thou- 
sand people a dav with money to spend 
came through this part of the country, 
lured by such an attraction as Magic 
Mountain? 

The results do not have to be im- 
agined. Ix)ok at Florida, look at Gatlin- 
burg. look. even, at Cherokee, North 
Carolina. With the exception of Flor- 
ida s coastal resorts, the tourist industry 
in all these places is built upon some 
kind of gimmick or other, some of them, 
like Cypress Gardens, and Cherokee, 
ten times as phoney and artificial as 
Magic Mountain would be: Yet, in each 
case, thriving communities have sprung 
up nearby, including major industrial 
complexes in Florida. And all because 
of the foundation laid by tourist money 

That is the kev to the whole thing, 
and the factor that justifies Magic 
Mountain. 

A good deal of talk is made these 
days about the necessity of the federal 
government’s building a base in Appa- 
lachia on which private enterprise can 
build. Magic Mountain would help do 
precisely that: the motel and restaurant 
business here would blossom overnight 
once Magic Mountain becomes popular, 
and related recreation and craft bus- 
inesses that individuals would establish 
would thrive. This would go far toward 
breaking the present stale-mate of these 
industries as they now exist in Eastern 
Kentucky and open the door for private 
investment of many kinds. 

It would be wrong to assume that 



the tourist industry is going to greatly 
ease the plight of the middle-aged ex- 
coal miner who has no job. It will take 
other, and stronger, measures in differ- 
ent areas to make him less displaced 
than he i6 now. Motels and restaurants 
might employ some of his sons and 
daughters, but still the employment gap 
left by the automation of the coal in- 
dustry would be left unfilled and there 
is no use pretending otherwise. 

But as serious and tragic a prob- 
lem as the out of work miner imposes, 
it is no argument against attempting to 
lure tourists to Perry County by some- 
thing like the proposed Magic Moun- 
tain. In fact, there just aren’t many 
reasonable arguments against it of any 
kind. It won’t involve the floating of 
public bonds, or the going into debt of 
the city and county governments. All 
the money for the project would come 
from the federal government through 
the Area Redevelopment Administra- 
tion, and this wouldn’t be a give-away, 
either It would represent an invest- 
ment for which the government would 
be repaid in full, with interest. Our 
local people would not be called to risk 
a thing, yet they would have untold ben- 
efits and advantages to gain. 

Magic Mountain, if ever realized, 
will be a non-profit venture designed to 
give this region a base to build on, and 
as such it deserves all the local support 
it can <?et.

HOW TO MEASURE OUR 



STANDARDS OF LIVING 



We hear it every day, in the newspapers, 
over the radio, in the utterances of those who 
seek office— our high standard of living. 

What does ft bring to mind? First a slick 
new automobile: then perhaps a television set, 
or some new kind of home appliance: all are 
wonderful. We are glad that we live in an age 
which has brought so many material blessings 
to mankind. 

But the automobile has brought its attend- 
ant problems. The progress of medical science 
to prolong and save lives has been a race with 
increased deaths as the result of traffic acci- 
dents. Radio has brought programs of inspira- 
tion. of beautiful music, of great religious mes- 
sages, but it has also brought a new low in all 
that is cheap and degrading. Both radio and 
television have brought the fine art of propa- 
ganda which the dishonest use use to confuse 
the minds of the people. 

It is difficult, then, to measure standards 
of living by the advances of science and by the 
conveniences of gadgets. The measure must 
always be applied to the intangibles of life — to 
common decency, to sincerity, to an ideal, to the 
concern of neighbor for neighbor, to the obliga- 
tion of tamily, to the acceptance of our respon- 
sibilities ..toward children, to the charitable atti- 
tude of the strong toward the weak so that in 
the end the weak will be strong, to the unselfish 
position of what is good for the community rath- 
er than what is profitable for self, to love of 
country above the consideration of personal 
gain.

1 think it seeps into our smaller streams uip 
that way, during extreme dry weather we hav» this seepage 
flows into streams that drys up. This acid contents oxized?s 
and then when we get some rain it is nothing more than pure 
acid. These mines should have been sealed off by the com- 
panies that were working in these seams. To date if they have- 
n’t been, they should be. According to the law they are still 
responsible for this, personally I believe w? must go beyond 
the state level to get this done. 

I would like for you all to contact Mr. F. R. Blaisdell, Chief 
Construction Grants, Water Supply and Pollution Control, at 
700 East J. fferson St., Charlottesville, Virginia, I am enclosing 
a copy of a letter received from this Federal Bureau. I believe 
if enough pressure is brought to bear we can stop this one way 
or another. 



At last week’s regular meeting of 
the City Commission, Mr. P. L Johnson 
of East Main Street brought two matters 
before the Board that are of interest 
and importance to all of Hazard. 

One of these was the way in which 
the City’s image as a clean town is tarn- 
ished by the heavy litter that abounds 
on private parking lots and in front of 
businesses on several Hazard streets. 
Mr. Johnson singled out the parking lot 
at the Hazard Clinic for particular criti- 
cism, and before the discussion ended 
local drive-in restaurants and other es- 
tablishments were also criticized for 
failing to keep their premises clean. 

The City has machinery and work- 
men to maintain and keep the streets 
clean, but private lots are not eligible for 
this service. Some mention was made 
of the possibility of the City assuming 
responsibility for keeping such lots clean, 
but this proposal was quickly argued 
down in favor of a strict enforcement of 
existing ordinances against littering as 
the best way to keep the City’s appear- 
ance as neat and clean as possible. 

Obviously, this is the best and most 
fair way to go about it. The City should 
not feel at all reluctant to summon prop- 
erty owners into court when they allow 
their premises to become so dirty and 
littered with debris that it becomes a 
had reflection upon the community. 
When people live together as closely as 



they do in modern towns, each individ- 
ual has a responsibility to his neighbors 
to be as inoffensive in habit and appear- 
ance as possible, and when he fails in 
this obligation, the people, through their 
local government, have every right, to 
punish such offenders. 

The other point which Mr. Johnsdn 
brought before the Commission was the 
way Main Street is congested by ca?s 
and trucks that park illegally, particu- 
larly in the early morning hours- Every- 
one is familiar with the common sight (Hi 
a big truck standing still, blocking one 
whole lane of Main Street, while its 
driver unloads freight for various busi- 
nesses. If questioned, the truck driver 
will point to the automobiles parked m 
the prescribed loading zones as {he 
reason he must stop in the street. 



Obviously this is a bad situation 
that must be corrected. Aside from the 
cutting in half of the Main Street traffic 
flow, what happens in case a fire truck 
or an ambulance has to rush down Main 
Street? Again, the remedy for the 
situation is to enforce existing ordinanc- 
es against this kind of thing. The com- 
munity should support the Police De- 
partment in its efforts to deal with such 
offenders, and the City Police Court is 
obliged, it would seem, to see that the 
laws against littering and traffic offens- 
es have teeth that are used

On July 10 some 200 representatives of 
Kentucky’s news media gathered here for the 
first statewide news conference I have held. 

Some of my predecessors, I have been told, 
vvere given a rough going-over by inquiring 
reporters at similar affairs. Maybe my gue&ta 
were being lenient on a first-year man. 

Whatever th? reason, I am thankful. 

It could have been because I told them at 
the very start with (sincerity, that: 

“I hav? a deep respect for the ladies and 
gentlemen who contribute weekly and daily 
to our newspapers, our radio stations, and our 
television stations. Their work to keep the 
public informed is an important public ser- 
vice. 

That is why I held a statewide news corn 
fere nee and invited representatives of all our

news media to attend. I wanted them to have 
the opportunity to address their questions 
about SUlta Government operations directly 
to me and to the members of my cabinet. And, 
at the same time, I wanted to benefit from 
the thinking of Kentucky’s newsmen because 
in a very real sense they are the representa- 
tives of the people and take a daily reading 
of the public pulse in every community in 
Kentucky. f 

While the news media were extremely gefr 
erous, as usual, in their coverage of the con- 
ference, s^me might have neglected to include 
this gubernatorial observation: 

“If I were to summarize th? objectives of 
Kentucky’s government during the next three 
yeans in a single phrase— I would say it is a 
better opportunity for every Kentuckian to 
realize his full potential.” 

Many phases of the confsrence were ade- 
quately covered, sqch as State Highway Com- 
missioner Henry Ward s declaration that the 
main problem of his department was the need 
>f mors money to build more roads. 

State Parks Commissioner Robert Bell 
made a point when he said the $4,500,000 ear- 
marked for parks in th? proposed 1965 bond 
issue could be doubled with matching Federal 
funds if Congress passes the Land and Water 
Conservation Bill now pending. 

On the day of the news conference I is- 
sued a proclamation designating 1965 as ‘‘Ken- 
tucky’s Homecoming Year.’’ 

Many thousand Kentuckians are now resid- 
ing in other states. Some of them have be?n 
away for several years, even decades. Ken- 
tucky has improved during their absence. 

I asked, in my proclamation, that all may- 
ors, judges and governing bodies join me in 
inviting these absent Kentuckians to come back 
for a visit next year. 

I inyited and urged all citizens and civic 
^r^anizalions to pr-pare community ceremon- 
es throughout the - Commonwealth to welcome 
ippropriately those who return. 

I would have them know that now, as al- 
ways in Kentucky, the women are the most 
beautiful, the men the handsomest, the skies 
the fairest, the songbirds the sweetest, and 
the landscape the grandest.

I have not concurred in the Majority Report for lik* mi, 
colleagues, Senators Curtis and Scott of fhe ^nority I clnnot 
agree that the uivestigation is completed. The Majority Report

pnetjts The evidence supports this finding. But the Commit- 
'tees jurisdiction did not extend alone to Robert Baker. It ex- 
tended to all employees of the Senate and to members of the 
Senate. This interpretation of the scope Of Senate Resolution 
212 is supported by its legislative history, and its intent by the 
remarks made in the Senate on February 4, 1964 oi Senator John 
William*. the author of the resolution; Senator Mike Mansfield 
the Majority leader; Senator Albert Gore, of Tennessee; and the 
three Minority members of the Senate Rules Committee, Senator 
Curtis, Cooper, and Scott. 

When Robert Baker asserted his constitutional right under 
the Fifth Amendment, and refused to testify before the Com- 
mittee, the door was closed to information which he alone could 
have made available to the (.knnniitlee. Lt became imperative 
that the Committee search out every bit of evidence from all 
available sources to determine if there had been misconduct by 
either employees or members of the Senate which came under 
the terms of the resolution. t 

It was ifor this reason that the Minority members of the 
Committee urged that the Committee continue to examine wit- 
nesses On March 9, tho Minority members of the Committee 
submitted a request that 14 witnesses be called On March 17. 
the Majority moved to terminate the hearing of witnesses 1 
oftered a substitute to this motion which was adopted. The 
purpose of the motion was to present clear proof to the Coiih 
nuttee why specific witnesses should be called. On the floor 
of the Senate I explained n<y motion in the following terms: 



ne$*e* submitted by Senator Scott, and names that might be 
submitted by any other member. Members of the committee 
asking that witnesses be called would offer to the committee 
testimony which it is expected would be secured from the pro- 
posed witnesses. If there should be objection to the calling of a 
witness on the ground that the evidence which would be offered 
would not be within the scope of the resolution under which we 
work, or irrelevant and without any probative value, then the 
committee would decide by vote, witness by witness, whether a 
particular witness should be called." 



"In substance, tho substitute which I offered it that th# 
committee will consider, witness by witness, the list offered in 
the letter erf the minority to the Chairmen, the names of wit- 



Each of the minority members— Senators Curtis, Cooper and 
Scott then submitted the names of witnesses, and stated to the 
Committee their reasons for requesting that they be called to 
testify. In each case, the request Was refused by the Majority 
of lhe Committee, on the ground that the witness specified had 
either testified before the Committee, or that his statements had 
been taken by investigators of the Committee, and that his tes- 
timony would be cumulative, repetitious, and irrelevant. No 
such criteria, however, are to be found in the rules governing 
the committee’s procedures. Rule 19 provides that the sole teat 
for determining the selection of a witness is the relevancy of 
that witness’ testimony to the investigation, to wit: “Such re- 
quests shall Ik* honored by the Chairman unless he finds that 
the evidence in question, or interview of a possible witness or 
the testimony of the witness is irrelevant to the investigation 
in which case, the question shall be determined by a majority 
vote of the committee.” The Minority members contend UiaJL 
with respect to those who hud testified before the Committee now 
evidence or conflicting evidence made their testimony relevant 
and required their re-examination. As to those who had given 
statements to Committee investigators, it was and is our con- 
tention that the examination and report of an investigator, no 
matter how thorough it may be, cannot take the place of exam- 
ination and cross examination by members of the Clmmittee. 



Examination of witnesses by the Committee provides an oppor- 
tunity to search out relevant and new information, which an 
investigator would not be able to secure. And, above all, the 
calling (it witnesses by members of the Committee, and their 
examination represents the proper conduct of the investigation 
by those ultimately responsible — the numbers of the Com- 
mittee. 

h 

I respect the legal ability and integrity of the counsel, Major 
McLendon, and of my colleagues on the Committoe. Nonetheless, 
the jurisdiction of the Committee is wider than the Majority has 
decided. The legislative history — the statements made on the 
floor of the Senate to which I have referred — show that the 
jurisdiction of the Committee is not limited to activities or im- 
proprieties connected solely with financial and business inter- 
ests of employees and members, but embraces all conduct of 
such a character which reflects upon the integrity oif the 
Senate. 

} Against this background, it was necessarily the responsibil- 
ity of the Committee to seek, by the reexamination of witnesses, 
and by the examination of witnesses who bad not appeared be- 
fore the Committee, all information. As this was not done, it 
cannot be said that the investigation was completed. 

Looking to the ifiuture, the Majority Report makes recom- 
mendations respecting action which should be taken by the 
Senate. I concur, but m»ike additional recommendations. 

In addition to recommendations made in the Majority Report, 
the Senate should adopt a rule making it clear that Members of 
the Senate are required to testify before committees concerning 
matters under investigation. 

The Committee has reported S. 337, which would require 
certain disclosures of financial and business interests of mem- 
bers and employees of the Senate But excepting S. 337 and the 
resolution of Senator Clark, the Committee h<gl no opportunity 
to discuss, consider, or vote upon other resolutions before the 
Committee relating to disclosure. When S. 337 is brought before 



the Senate for action, consideration should be given to all resn. 
lutions. to provide an adequate rule of disclosure 



Rules and recommendations are important, but the investi- 
gation by the Rules Committee has demonstrated the need of 
establishing a special committee to deter the kind of abuses the 
Rules Committee has been considering. 

In the Rules Committee, I offered a resolution, which would 
have established a select committee on standards and conduct 
composed of si* members, three from each of the parties to be 
appointed by the President of the Senate. This conunittee would 
be authorized to receive complaints df unethical, improper or 
illegal conduct of members, officers, or employees of the Senate 
to make investigations of allegations of such conduct, to propose 
rules and regulations, to give advisory opinions, and to make 
recommendations to the Senate regarding disciplinary action tf 
required. m 

The establishment of such a committee has precedent. In 
1954, the Senate adopted a resolution establishing a select coijv 
mittee of three Republicans and three Democrats named by the 
Vice President, to consider resolutions regarding former Senator 
McCarthy. Senators Francis Case, Frank Carlson, Sam J. Ervin* 
Jr., Edwin C. Johnson, John C. Stennls, and Arthur W Watkins 
were named aft members. 

Such a committee, unhampered by other legislative dutht 
which are in the jurisdiction of every committee, including th# 
Rules Committee, would be able to deal with actual breach#! 
of rules and standards* with dispatch and firmness. The equal 
division of nit mboi ship between the majority and minority 
parties would tend to remove any element of partisanship, ( 
do not believe such a Committee would be considered as a 
polling body in the narrow sense of the term, but as a group 
of distinguished Members of the Senate, its existence would 
have great influence in deterring violations of rules or stand* 
ards of conduct that would reflect upon th-* Cnited States 
Senate. *■* ^
